LISBON—The Portuguese elections are 
over with the result that, though the 
publicans have not scored an actual tri- 
umph, they have quadrupled their rep- 
resentation in the chamber and given a 
very considerable indication of their force 
in the constituencies. In a country like 
Portugal electons are, in that 
expressive phrase, “made,” it is impossi- 
ble to know exactly how the balance of 
power inclines, but if with all the ma- 
chinerv in their hands the government 
have not been able, or have not felt it safe, 
to prevent the increase in the Repub- 
lican representation, the Republican 
party must be gaining steadily in the 
country. So emphatically this 
case that enthusiastic Republicans 
declaring rather prematurely that 
last monarchical chamber has been 
turned. In Lisbon itself they 
obtained an actual majority of 
while, what is much more serious, from 
a monarchical point of view, is that they 
claim to have thoroughly permeated the 
army and navy.

It is not neces 
sarily expensive, although a that 
ean be bought in its own country for 
three cents, costs 30 when transported to 
American shores. Such a dish can be used 
on a stove to pan a beef-steak, then be 
held under the hot water faucet and put 
away filled with milk, the milk giving no 
evidence of having been kept in a re- 
ceptacle so recently used for greasy and 
savory purposes. These dishes come in all 
sizes and shapes, from tiny individual 
cups to those large enough to contain 
food for an entire family. P 

An excellent feature of 
dish is that it lessens the danger of burn 
ing, and another that it is easily cleaned. 

A pretty, convenient, inexpensive, and 
too-little-known variety is supplied the 
home table by French scallop shells. They 
can be bought for three cents apiece and 
be used over and over again, the same as 
any cup, or saucer, or plate. The shells 
are picked up along the Mediterranean 
and parts of the European 
coast and need no preparation for use but 
that of bleaching. Creamed oysters, 
clams or other fish; scalloped fish, chicken 
hash and nearly everything of the cas- 
serole or ramekin vagiety can be baked 
and served in these slrells. When placed 
on a tiny square of linen, or lace paper, 
upon an ordinary plate, they are par- 
ticularly dainty and appetizing. 

Another thing too little known by the 
American housewife is the salad basket.

Four hundred houses 
have been erected in 10 years and all 
are occupied. The same feeling exists in 
Newburgh, which the new census gives 
a population of 25,473, or an increase of 
only 530 in 10 years.

The contract calls for the tranaporta- 


American army in the Phillipines from 
Seatle to Manila. Bids were asked for, 
and the Blue Funnel line, which is 
owned and operated by A. Holt & Co. of 
Liverpool was the successful bidder. 

Dodwell & Co. of Seattle and Tacoma, 
agents of the Blue Funnel line,‘ offered 
to carry a general.cargo, coal and grain, 
for $3 a ton; and lumber at $7 a thou- 
sand feet. As moré than 60,000 tons of 
freight and 9.000,000 feet of lumber were 
moved last year for the government from 
Seattle to Manila, the contract promises 
to be a large one. 

The following letter from one influ- 
ential American citizen, whose chief 
offices are gt Yokohama, reflects this 
feeling against this action: 

“Our government’ states,” says the 
writer, “that the small shipper must be) 
protected, and that it is contrary to the 
law to grant reduced freights to large 
shippers unless the small fry secure the 
same rate. There are hundreds of Ameri- 
can houses scaftered throughout the 
east, and especially in Manila. We small 
fry must pay a regular rate overland, 
and a rate from Seattle of $6 on general 
eargo and $11 on lumber. Therefore, we 
feel that our own govérnment, when it 
comes to heavy, shipments, pays no at- 
tention to rates established by the inter- 
state commerce commission, ~but calls 
for bids, which are so low that individual 
shippers cannot come within reach. 

“Under these conditions it is impos- 
sible for any merchant out here to sell 
our government anything, any more thaw 
for a small packer to secure the same 
freight rate as against the train rate 
given to firms like Armour.”

For vears also, though less conspicu- 
ously, President Tuttle had been at work to bring the steam roads 
and the trolleys to some extent into a similar consolidation north of 
Boston. In those years the general public had no thought that the 
two. great consolidations would eventually merge. When the 
merging was first broached. four or five vears ago, it caused little 
Jess than a furore, so far as the local public was concerned Nota 
little of that local feeling had basis for being in the popularity of 
Mr. Tuttle himself.

UNLEss stronger restrictions are imposed on 
the growth of the lower house of Congress, 
Restriction | that body may take on sometime the 
peculiarities otf a huge town meeting, 
distinguished neither for economy — nor 
wisdom of deliberation. That the fathers of 
the honored American constitution planned 
to avert any such contingency is pretty 
thoroughly attested by the forethought with 
which they provided that “representatives 
shall be apportioned among the several states according to their 
respective numbers, counting the whole number of persons‘ in each 
state.’ This elastic arrangement was intended to allow of 
reapportionment when developments warranted such action. The 
reapportionment privilege has been exercised every ten years, but 
the membership of the House has increased steadily to 391, and with 
the present census as a guide it might greatly exceed 400 unless 
checked. Therefore, it becomes apparent that the feelings of 
stationary states cannot be considered much longer. They must 
gain in population or lose in representation. 

It 1s probable, for instance, that Vermont will lose one 
representative with the next increase in the ratio, for the population 
of that state is estimated to have shown no increase. In fact, 
Vermont has enjoyed two representatives on the strength of a 
fraction of population in excess of the 194,182 required for each 
congressman. Massachusetts expects. to gain at least one 
representative; greater expectations are noted in some other states. 
There have been movements of late in a few states for smaller 
legislative assemblies, diminutive towns having the same voice as 
larger-ones in questions of general import. If the abridgment of 
the popular branch of a state legislature thus appears so advisable, 
how much more so 1s the reasonable limitation of the membership 
of the national House of Representatives, whose work affects an 
entire country. 

It is no real kindness to any of the states to let the national 
House become unwieldy. A smaller number of lawmakers could 
transact the business, it would seem, with more accuracy and 
despatch. There are members of Congress, it must be admitted, who 
might prove more truly valuable at home.

qualified in every way to attend to them. Theoretically, it is the 
duty ot every Food citizen to keep a sharp eve of the conduct of 
public affairs; practically, not one citizen in a thousand performs 
this duty. 

This is so, mainly for the reason that the details: of muncipal 
administration, when not. tediously complicated, are dry and 
uninteresting to the average man, even to the average large 
taxpayer. It is the idea of Mayor Gaynor, and others who are in 
sympathy with him, that these details can be made inviting. There 
will be an effort in this direction at the coming municipal exhibition. 
Those things that enter into the supply Of a great municipality, so 
far as it is possible, will be represented at the exhibition; and 1n 
such a manner as to make it possible for the careless visitor and 
casual observer, and his wife and children, to see at a glance what 
kind of material the city is using for this, that and the other purpose, 
and what price it is ‘paying. 

Among the crowds that will pause before exhibits of this 
character there are bound to be many who have special knowledge 
in regard to these supplies, and who can tell almost at a glance 
whether or not the city is getting a square deal from contractors 
and others. In a sense, it will be like opening the city's books to 
public inspection. It can hardly fail to be educational. And while 
it may lead to stopping leakages and the prevention of dishonesty, 
it may also so familiarize the public with the methods of the city 
government that when extravagant and unfair statements concerning 
them come fronf any quarter they will be readily recognized and 
given their proper value. 

The towns and cities of the country generally should take, a 
keen interest in the outcome of this metropolitan experiment.

ripened. Establishment of the Pennsylvania 
railroad’s connections, and the further 
extension of its lines and increase 1m its 
terminal facilities on Long island, it 1s beReved, will eventually lead 
to the realization of the Montauk “dream.” 

Already, it is said, steamship companies, seeing the advantages 
that the new route has to offer, are negotiating for privileges. 
Among other things, there is talk of the operation of a line between 
Montauk Point and Southampton. Fast oil-burning steamships 
could make the water run in a much shorter time than 1s at present 
required. Montauk Point would become in a way an American 
Fishguard. ‘Passengers from the interior might, if they so desired, 
be landed by rail on the steamship wharf and carried across the 
Atlantic ferry, without delay of any kind. This is not fanciful, 
but. rather, a condition that is very likely to become real to the 
traveler as soon as plans now in course of preparation are completed. 

The question naturally arises, Will a European steamship route 
recommend itself simply because it is short? The answer must 
be largely in the negative. Neither in America nor in Europe are 
the ports nearest to the opposite side of the Atlantic the most popular. 
It very often proves to be the case that the tourist regards the 
delays that the quick service people would eliminate as enjoyable 
and indispensable incidents to the trip. The time is quite likely 
to arrive when one may be conveyed by train and tunnel to the most 
eastern extremity of Newfoundland and thence transported by 
water to Valencia bay, Ireland, but the time is not within measurable 
distance when the average tourist will care to have his stop in New 
York or Boston or Philadelphia cut out simply that he may avoid 
a few hundred miles of water travel or save a few hours of time. 

But this does not mean that for freighting purposes - ports 
reached by railroads capable of meeting, all the demands of traffic 
may not be successfully established at Montauk Point and other 
places on the ocean's edge. 
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
